Remus 
clapped on his horn-rimmed 
giasses and fumbied with papers 
on his. counsel table. 

Miss Remus testified in a voice 
that barely carried across the 
ccurtroom. She said that on the 
morning Remus killed ner mother 
Mrs. Remus had no communica- 
tion by telephone with him. 

The first they saw of Remus, she 
said, with a gasp and a fresh out- 
burst of crying, was when Remus’ 
au’ mobile shot past the taxicab 
in which she and her mother were 
ricing. 

“Tl was reading a _ letter to 
mother,” she said. ‘“‘Mother looked 
up and exclaimed, ‘There's Re- 


mus!’”’

car pulled to the road 
side ahead and her mother told 
the taxicab driver to speed up. 
Miss Remus said she was very 
much frightened but the remark 
was struck from the record, 

Ruth“ Remus’ Story of Killing. 

Relating what happened after the 
taxicab stopped, Miss Remus said, 
“Mother stood up. I tried to get 
up. She pushed me down. Then 
Mr. Remus came to the cab, seized 
my mother by the right wrist and 

pulled her from the cab. I1 got 
out. I said, ‘What are you doing?’ 
But he already had shot mother 
and he hit her with his fist after he 
shot her.” 

“Did she say anything?” “When 
she stepped out of the cab she 
said: ‘Daddy, Daddy! You know I 
love you—don't do it, daddy.’ ”’ 

“What did you do?” “I grabbed 
him by the coat. I shook him. I 
sail, ‘Do you know what you are 
doing?’ He cursed my mother after 
she was shot adn crawled to the 
taxi. I went to her. The wound 
was exposed.’ Here she burst into 
tears. 

‘y tried to talk to her 
wag very weck.”’ 

The witness said her mother 
crawled through from one door of 
the takicab to the other and out 
on the sidewalk. Then she went 
to a Ford car that was parked 
nearby. She had her hands up, 
crying: “Help me, I’m shot.”

The man in 
the Ford drove them to a hospital.

President Displeased With 
Commerce Chamber’s Re-

$400,000,000 Reduction. 


MELLON FIGURES TOO

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge is displeased with 
the continued effort of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United 
States to have Congress authorize

There was no doubt left at the 
White House today that the re- 
peated insistence of the chamber 
that the prospective tax reduction 
could reach the figures it recom- 
was highly displeasing to 
the President, and it was made 
plain that, unless officials of the 
Organization could show where 
money could be saved in expendi- 
tures to make the reduction they 
favor feasible, ke does not desire 
to hear further from them. ' 

It was said that the President 


|felt it would be better for officials 


of the chamber to use their inge- 
nuity in finding ways for reducing 
Gevernment expenditures instead 
of trotting around to the’ various 
departments in an effort to get as 
much money appropriated for 
their schemes as they can. 

The Chamber early in the fall 
recommended a tax cut of $400,- 
000,000. After its program had 
been made public, it was disclosed 
at the White House that the Presi- 
dent considered it out of the ques- 
tion. -¥esterday, after the Treas- 
ury had recommended that the tax 
cut be held to $225,000,000, the 
Chamber again declared that the 
cut should reach $400,000,000. 

The Chamber has announced 
that its membership in a referen- 
dum just completed approved the 
revenue program of its committee 
on Federal taxation, 

In the largest ballot by its mem- 
ber organizations ever recorded, 
the chamber reported that 91 per 
cent of the vote was in the affirm- 
ative. 

The Chamber's Program. 

The Chamber of Commerce an- 
nouncement said that the aetion on 
the part of the membership com- 
mitted the organization to advocate 
at the coming session of Congress 
the enactment of a tax bill carrying 
into effect the following piogram: 

Reductions and repeals esti- 
mated to amount to $400,000,000 
in the first full year after the 
changes are made. 

Reduction of the, corporation 
income tax rate from 13% per 
cent to not more than 10 per 
cent, with the reduction applic- 
able to net income of 1927. 

Repeal of the rernaining war 
excise taxes levied on particular 
- businesses. 

Repeal of the Federal 
tax. 

Provision by Congress of full 
opportunity for the joint Con- 
gressional Tax Comunittee to per- 
fect proposals for revision of 
Federal tax laws and their ad- 
ministration. 

“With respect to the suggestion 
that taxes bec ut $400,000,000, half 
of it to apply to the present fiscal 
year,” the chamber’s statement 
said, “this recommendation was ar- 
rived at after study of the Govern- 
ment’s fiscal situation by an *mi- 
nent committee of business men. 

More Taxes Than Necessary. 
“Large yearly Treasury surpluses 
show plainly that the Government 
is taking more tax money from the 
public than is necessary to run the 
Government and retire the public 
debt as already provided for by 
la’. The surplus for the year 1927 
was more thah $635.000,000. Sur- 
pluses for other years have been: 
For 1924, $505,3866,000; for 1925, 
$250,505,000; for 1926, $377,767.- 
000. 

“Already a surplus for the cur- 
rent fiscu. year amounting to 
$455,000,000 is in prospect and on 
the basis of a continuation of the 
policy of economy, of reasonable 
estimates of business stability as 
well 1s probable revenues, a suffi- 
cient surplus is to be expected for 
1929. 

“rhus. while no deficit is antici- 
pated should these reductions be 
made  ffectfve, it ts obvious that 
in view of the credit standing of 
the Government and the low inter- 
est rates, it can obtain, there would 
be no great cause, for alarm evenh 
though a deficit, htrough unexpect- 
ed developments, should arise.”

BUCHAREST, Nov. 25.—Ruman- 
ia was in the midst of a new po- 
litical upheaval today because of 
the death at 7 a. m. yesterday of 
Premier Ionel Bratiano. The seri- 
ous illness of Nicholas Titulescu, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, who 
has double pneumonia, has com- 
plicated the situation. 

Because of the tense atmos- 
phere, the guard in the capital was 
trebled and troops throughout the 
country were ordered to be ready 
to stop any demonstrations by sup- 
porters of former Crown Prince 
Carol. Bratiano, who dominated 
Rumania for more than q quarter 
of a century, Was more than any 
other individua] responsible for the 
removal of Carol from the right of 
succession to the throne. 

Vintila Bratiano, younger broth- 
er of Ionel, was appointed Premier 
by the regency until Sunday,-when 
a national funeral for his brother 
will be held, despite the/latter’s 
wish for the simplest burial. 

Body Will Lie in State. 

Wrapped in the tricolor of Ru- 
mania, the body of the late Pre- 
mier today was borne on a military 
caisson through the snow-strewn 
flag-draped streets of the capital. 
Thousands waited for hours in the 
snow to watch the cortege wend its 
way to the Athenaeum where th« 
Premier’s body will lie in state .in- 
til Sunday. When the simple pine 
wood coffin approached, thousands 
uncovered and bowed. 

Led by a detachment of soldiers 
with a military band playing Cho- 
pin’s fune march, the cortege 
was reminiscent of King Ferdi- 
nand’s funeral four months ago. 
Just behind the coffin walked 
members of the Premier's family. 
the regency. the cabinet and par- 
liam ént. Carriages laden with 
floral offerings followed. Most 
conspicuous among the flowers was 
a magnificent bank of white and 
red roses from Dowager Queen 
Marie and a tiny bunch of forget- 
me-nois from  6-year-old King 
Michael who always referred to 
the late Premier as his “fairy un- 
cle.” 

The weather was too inclement 
for either Michael or his mother. 
the Princess Helen, to venture out, 
but they were represented at the 
ceremonies by personal adjutants.

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BRATIANO WAS KNOWN AS 
RUMANIA’S UNCROWNED KING 


Premier, After Building Up Powerful Political 
.;, Machine, Dictated Country’s Policies— 
Came From Wealthy Family. 


Ionel Bratiano, Prime’ Minister 
of Rumania, who died yesterday, 
often referred to as the “un- 
crowned King,” was the real power 
in Rumania while King Ferdinand 
lived and since his death he all 
but sat.in the throne himself. He 
created the regency council which 
rules in place of the boy King, 
Michael, son of Ferdinand’s” son, 
Carol, whe threw away the throne 
after several escapades. He fought 
the attempt of Carol to regain the 
throne and has been reported to 
have threatened Queen Marie with 
establishing a republic, if she did 
not mind her step. 

Rumanians themselves were split 
into supporters of Carol and sup- 
porters of the boy King. In reality 
those who professed to be for Carol 
were not so much for Carol 
as against Bratiano, and those who 
were for Michael were really for 
maintaining the Prime Minister’s 
sway. 

The Bratiano family has held 
the destiny.of Rumania in its hands 
for the last 50 years, It was the 
Bratianos who set up and support- 
ed the present dynasty, and it is 
generally admitted that Ione] Bra- 
tiano banished Carol. 

From Old Rumanian Family. 
Bratiano, whose name is vari- 
ously spelled “Bratiano”’ and 
“Bratianu”’ in English, came from 
an old Rumanian family. The 
power of the family was establish- 
ed by the father of the Premier, 
It was he who went to Germany, 
with Napoleon II’s consent, and got 
a Hohenzollern Prince to reign 
over the country and put an end 
to palace intrigues. 

Then the Bratianos went ahead 
and built up their own fortunes un- 
til they became the wealthiest and 
most powerful family in Rumania. 

Ionel Bratiano went to Paris for 
his education. Following in the 
footsteps of his father, he became 
the leader of the Liberal party, a 
position that he used as a stepping 
stone to the premiership. 

The Liberal party was composed 
of the industrial, mercantile and 
banking leaders of the country. 
Bratiano improved his own for- 


greatly increased the family wealth.

Bratiano first came into power 
when Carol I was King of Ru- 
mania.. The old King did not like 
the Liberal leader and Bratiano 
had to curb his ambitions. But 
when Carol died and the English 
Princess Marie became Queen of 
Rumania, Bratiano’s power at 
court grew perceptibly. 

There were many reasons for 
King Carol’s dislike of Bratiano. 
In the first place, Bratiano was 
known in his youn;; days as the 
Don Juan of Bucharest, and the 
King did not approve of loose liv- 
ing. 

Looked After Common People. 

The shrewd Prime Minister, 
depsite his power at court, did not 
neglect the common people. He 
began building up a powerful poli- 
tical machine. When the World 
War broke out, although Rumania 
had a German King, Bratiano de- 
cided his fortune, and therefore 
Rumania’s fortune lay with the 
allied cause and forced the country 
to join on the allied sida, 

When the @ German armies 
crushed the Rumanians, Bratiano 
temporarily went out of power, The 
victory of the allies, however, swept 
him back in again. The _  aliies, 
however, did not treat Rumania in 
the way the country had expected. 
They ignored Bratiano at the peace 
conference. Here Wilson snubbed 
him, Clemenceau refused to listen 
to him, Lloyd George did not re- 
turn his visit. 

At home his confidence did not 
lessen. The King was sick, Queen 
Marie was under the influence of 
Prince Stirbey and Carol was 
rapidly putting himself in a posi- 
tion which would enable the Pre- 
mier to effectively bar him from 
the throne. There was a deep per- 
sonal antagonism between the two 
men, Bratiano objected to Carol’s 
Carol retaliated by 
threatening to resign from. the 
throne. Instead of being perturbed 
by the threat, Bratiano calmly 
called the Prince’s bluff. This was 
followed by Carol’s exile.

Remus Said He’d Accept It. 

Remus in jail late yesterday told 
newspaper men unequivocally that 
he would abide by the report of the 
alienists. 

The three alienists are Drs. Da- 
vid I. Wolfstein, E. A. Baber and 
Charles Kiely. Two of them were 
in the courtroom at all times dur- 
ing the jury-selection period. All 
three have been at the trial since 
the presentation of evidence was 
begun. 

This development came aftcr Mrs. 
Gabriel Ryerson, Remus’ sister, 
tearfully and nearly hysterically, 
had testified that she felt a pre- 
monition something was going to 
happen when Remus left home for 
the automobile ride which ended 
with the shooting of Mrs. Remus 
last Oct. 6. : 
| Mrs. Ryerson admitted also that 
she had received information about 
|the shooting through her husband 
from Blanche Watson prior to the 
appearance of two detectives at the 
’'Remus home, 

The State asserted in its opening 
statement that it would prove that 
Mrs. Remus was slain by a cold- 
blooded executi_ner -decided upon 
by a four-sided conspiracy, includ- 
ing Remus; Miss Watson, his secre- 
tary; George Klug, who drove Re- 
mus to the scene, and George Con- 
nors, another Remus secretary. Re- 
mus’ sister also testified that her 
husband had told her to tell the de- 
tectives that Remus had not spent 
the night at his Price Hill mansion. 

Felt Something Might Happen. 

She testified that she ha@q ‘not 
thought Remus was going to shoot 
anybody, but felt that something 
might happen to Remus, but admit- 
ted these questions and answers 
when she was before the grand 
jury: 

“Upset about what?” “When I] 
seen those two detectives come in.” 

“They were dressed in plain 
clothes. How did you know they 
were detectives?” “I thought there 
would be something up again.” 

“You knew when Mr. Remus left 
home that morning something was 
going to happen, didn’t you?” 
| Yes, sir, I did.” 

Mrs. Ryerson burst into such a 
fit of sobbing once that Judge 
Shook had to declare a five-minute 
recess. The jury was sent from 
the room. It was 20 minutes be- 
fore interrogation of Mrs. Ryerson 
could proceed. She denied that 
Remus had disclosed his plans to 
her. “He always kept everything 
to himself,”’ she testified. 

“What niade you think some- 
thing was going to happen when 
he left home?” asked Walter K. 
Sibbald, assistant prosecutor. “I 
don’t know; I had a-feeling,” she 
replied, and burst into sobs anew. 

“Didn't Blanche Watson tele- 
phone you about the shooting?” 
“I don't know; I don’t answer the 
telephone.” “Who answered the 
telephone?” asked Sibbald. Mrs. 
Ryerson then admitted her hus- 
band had received the information 
‘about the shooting and passed it 
to her. 

‘ Ryerson f Hostile Witness. 

Ryerson, who had preceded his 
wife in the witness box, was de- 
clared a hostile witness immediate- 
ly after he took the stand to testi- 
fy for the prosecution. Ryerson 
began in an entirely friendly tone 
as he responded to Sibbald’s ques- 
tions. He said that on the night 
preceding the shooting, Remus 
came home shortly before 10 p. m.. 
retired within a few minutes and 
arose on the day of the killing at 
6:30 a, m. 

“Did he say anything about a 
machine coming for him?” asked 
Sibbald. 

“No, sir, not that 
Ryerson responded. 
said to Judge Shook: “Now that 
answer takes us by surprise.

Street Director Wants Relief 
Thoroughfare East of Grand 
Provided. 


Widening of Theresa avenue, to 
serve as a parallel and relief thor- 
oughfare one block east of Grand 
boulevard, is proposed in an ordi- 
nance draft submitted to the Board 


of Public Service today by Street 
Director Brooks, and approved by 
the board. The: widening pro- 
vided for is to a uniform Width otf 


Bell avenue. 

The present-width is 70 feet from 
Market street to Laclede avenue, 
and 60 feet from Laclede to Bell 
avenue. The added width will be 
taken from the west side of the 
street.

$300,000 GIFT FO 
NURSES’ HOME AT 
ISH HOSPITAL 


Mrs. Moses Schoenberg, 
Widow of Capitalist, and 
Her Son, Sydney, Are 


the Donors. 


A gift of $300,000 to build and 
furnish a nurses’ home for the 
Jewish Hospital has been made by 
Mrs. Moses Shoenberg, widow of 
the capitalist and philanthropist, 
who died July 19, 1925, and their 
son, Sydney M. Shoenbere. 

Announcement of the gift is con- 
tained in the following letter sent 
by Sydney M. Shoenberg to Aaron 
Waldheim, president of the hos- 
pital: 

“Some months ago I informed 
you that my mother, Mrs. Moses 
| Shoenberg, and I contemplated a 

memorial ' to our dear departed 
husband and father, Moses Shoen- 
berg. * 

“We have since devoted much 
time and thought to the considera- 
tion of a memorial that will fitting- 
ly typify his aims and activities in 
the interest and welfare of his fel- 
low-beings during his life period: 
and while many channels suggested 
themselves, each representing a 
worthy endeavor, we finally deter- 
mined that the most pressing need 
in our community at this time is a 
suitable place of abode for the no- 
ble sisterhood of nurses, in connec- 
tion with the Jewish Hospital in St. 
Louis, which aching void has been 
apparent since this new wonderful 
hospital was placed in commission. 

Memorial to Moses Shoenberg. 

“Therefore, we have decided to 
erect to his loving memory a home 
for the nurses that will afford 
them every comfort and conveni- 
ence. 

“To this end we herewith tender 
to the Jewish Hospital in St. Louis 
the sum of $300,000, to be expend- 
ed in the erection of a thoroughly 
modern structure for the exclusive 
use of its nurses, and which, when 
com pleted, we feel, will place the 
Jewish Hospital group of buildings 
on a par with any kindred institu- 
tion in the United States.” 

The new nurses’ home will be 
erected at Kingshighway and 
Parkview place, south of the main 
building, on a site owned by the 
hospital. It will have accommo- 
dations for 200 nurses. Work will

New Ford Car te Be Put 


On Display Next Friday 


Will Be Placed on Sale Shortly After Jan. 1— 


Auto Manufacturer Foresees Con- 
tinued Prosperity. 


By ihe Associated Press. 

| DETROIT, Mich., Nov. 26.— 
Henry Ford’s new car, which offi- 
cials of the Ford Motor Co. say will 
be responsibie for the expenditure 
of nearly $800,000,000 for labor 
and materials during 1928, will be 
given its first public showing in 
the United States, Canada and 
England next Friday, Ford an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Coincident with the announce- 
ment of the showing of the new 
car, which will be known as the 
“Model A,” came a review of world 
business conditions from Henry 
Ford, in which the manufacturer 
explained his suspension of ac- 
tivities since early last summer, 
when re-tooling of the Ford plants 
began in preparation for the new 
model. 

Foresees Continued Prosperity. 

*“‘My outlook for the coming year 
is based on ample evidence of con- 
tinued and increasing material 
prosperity,” Ford declared. ‘“Na- 
tional wealth is increasing. Indi- 
viduals have more money. Taxes 
are on the decrease and govern- 
mental economy has made for bet- 
ter business ineall lines. 

“The outlook for 1928 is simply 
a matter of production. ‘Production 
means the consumption of materi- 
als and labor. All productions in 
‘this country is either holding its 
own or increasing and I believe 
that it will continue to increase 
during the next year. That will 
mean greater distribution of money 
and greater purchasing power.” 

Approximately /0,000 men are 
employed in the Ford plants today, 
Ford said, and these men are earn- 
ing more than the 90,000 men who 


‘were employed in the main manu- 
facturing plants at the height of 
the Model T production. 

“It has been’ said,” Ford com- 
mented, “that national business 
has suffered during the months 
when we were preparing to pro- 
duce the new car. I do not believe 
it. It may be true that fewer cars 
were sold than would have been 
sold if our factory and sales or- 
ganizations had been operating on 
a nominal basis. But during that 
period when we were not actually 


building automobiles, we were still | 


spending hundreds of millions of 
dollars for wages, materials, new 
machinery and in experimental 
work. . 

Thinks Auspices Favorable. 

“I feel that the Model A car 
is being launched under most hap- 
py auspices.” 

Although officials of the Ford 
company would not comment on 
the possible date when the new 
car will be available to purchasers, 
they stated that for more than a 
month the chief manufacturing 
plants of the Ford company have 
been producing cars in daily in- 
creasing numbers, The present 
schedule, they declared, calls for 
capacity production of the new 
cars at 33 assembly plants tn the 
United States shortly after the start 
of the new year. « 

It was intimated that dealers 
throughout the country will be able 
to obtain but cne ear for display 
purposes on next Friday, and that 
it will be- more than a month be- 
fore any models will go on sale. 
Ford officials refused to make any 
statement regarding the regular 
production schedule for the new 
model.

BUDAPEST, Nov. 25.—Nation- 
alist students have by force of 
numbers succeeded in making it 
impossible for Jewish students to 
attend the university and techni- 
cal schools in Budapest and other 
cities. | 

Groups of 30 or 40 Wednesday 
physically prevented. Jewish boys 
and girls from reaching their 
classes. In isolated cases where 
they got through the barriers dem- 
onstrators invaded the classrooms 
and dragged the Jews out. 

- In Fuenfkirch University, the 
Nationalists took such a threaten- 
ing attitude toward a group of 
Jewish students that the latter 
barricaded themrelves in a lec- 
ture hall with benches piled against 
the door. The men maintained 
the barricade while the girls leaped 


from windows and escaped. When 
the barricade finally fell the Na- 
tionalists leaped in with hard rub- 
ber blackjacks. Several. of the 
Jews were knocked out. 

At Cgegedin, Nationalist youths 
held a protest meeting against the 
reform of numerous clauses of the 
law by which Jewish students are 
limited. The Nationalists de- 
manded that Jews be excluded en- 
tirely. They also dragged Jews 
from all the university buildings 
but did no other harm. — 

Jewes Attacked Away from School. 

At Budapest University, Rector 
Ernst Finaccy issued # notice that 
further demonstrations would be 
punished by expulsion. The Na- 
tionalists then adopted new meth- 
ods. They gave an hour for the 
Jews to leave the university be- 
fore being hunted out and beaten 
while not on university grounds, 

The police have been given or- 
ders to break the rule that bars 
them. from University grounds if 
further riots occur. The Nation- 
alists, however, acting in small 
groups outside the university have 
made ft practically impossible for 
Jews to attend. . 

In parliament odrotests are being 
made against the Government's 
failure to suppress the Nationalist 
students. Deputy Fabian declared 
it has become necessarv to defy 
students. their usual immunities. 
Minister of Education Count Kle- 
belsberg tried to explain the Cov- 
ernment’s measures to protect Jew- 

ish and other minority students, 
™| but the Liberals only laughed at 
Bihim. Some of them declare! flat- 
ly the Government could put an 
end to the riots if it wished. 
Nationalists Oppose Change in Law. 

The demonstrations are directed 
against the proposed change of the 
present law restricting the num- 
ner of Jewish students.

But Zu- 
rich is an old, slow town. Erwin 
heard much of America from a 
gister and from friends, who had 
preceded him here. He came a 
year ago and found work. It was 
understood Anna would follow 
soon, after he had established him- 
self. 

The agreement was a little vague. 
The delay seemed painfully pro- 
tracted. So, after six weeks or 580, 
Anna packed a trunk and prepared 
to sail for New York. Perhaps she 
would get a job and wait a while 
longer... She had money to pay her 
passage. 

But Anna got only as far as the 
United States Consulate in Zurich. 
She explained she wished to go to 
America to be married to Erwin. 
The quota—2081 Swiss immigrants 
annually—was filled and there was 
a waiting list for several years to 
come. 

Some time later it dawned on 
‘Anna that it should be possible for 
a reputable Swiss subject to visit 

' America. And, if she visited Amer- 
fca, was there any law to forbid 
her being married to Erwin while 
here? Apparently not. They 
talked it over in their letters. It 
would be tragic, of course, for her 
to return to Switzerland at the end 
of the visit, but would not that be 
better than not being married at 
al)? 

Anna, 19 years old, went again 
to the United States Consulate. She 
said she wished to visit America, 
and they gave her a visa accord- 
ingly. She arrived on the Colum- 
bus a week ago. She had not 
dreamed that American red tape 
still would bar her from her be- 
loved. Back in Zurich, she had 
written on the paper that the per- 
son she would visit was Erwin 
EFisenhut. Erwin lives with his 
sister and brother-in-law, Mr. and 
Mrs. Albert H. Klager, in Queens 
Village. Mrs. Klager was to be 
Anna's hostess, 

Immigration officers . detained 
her on Ellis Island ‘and accused her 
of coming “to rry. Erwin and of 
intending to remain with him. SAS 
board of special inquiry ordered 
her excluded. 

Klager, who is associated with 
the banking firm of L. F. Roth- 
schild . Co., interceded for her, 
offering te give any guarantee re- 
quired that Anna would be a “‘visit- 
or” to his wife and not to Erwin; 
and that at the expiration of sych 
visit, Anna, married or single, 
would return to Zurich, =~

RIGHTS OF AGED MEMBERS OF 
FRATERNAL SOCIETIES SAFE 


Attorney-General O. E. COarlstrom 
Issues Opinion Reassuring Hold- 
ers of Insurance,

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Nov. 25.— 
Aged members of fraternal organ- 
izations need have no fear that they 
will lose lifetime savings invested 
in the societies because of laws 
passed by the last General Assem- 
bly. In a statement made in re- 
sponse to scores of letters received 
at his office here, Attorney-General 
Oscar E. Caristrom declares that 
the law affecting mutual benefit 
associations passed by the Legisla- 
ture do not apply to fraternals. 

The many letters were evoked 
by recent publication of an inter- 
pretation of the law by the Attor- 
ney-General, which held, in effect, 
that members of the old benefit so- 
cities more than 70 years old can- 
not become members of the new so- 
cleties because of provisions of_the 
new law. The 1927 law provides 
that all mutual benefit societies be 
dissolved. They are allowed to re. 
form, but each  reincorporation 
makes an entirely new company, of 
which persons past 70 may not be 
members. 


When the organizations were dis- 
solved, all memberships automat- 
ically lapsed and all old members 
were forced to re-enroll. Members 
past 70, however, were not allowed 
to be members of the reincorpo- 
rated organization, even though 
they were less than the age limit 
when they first became members. 

Although fraternal Leuefits 
might be called “mutual benefits,” 
the laws do not pertain to them, 
the Attorney-General emphasized. 
The new laws were designed by the 
Legisia: :re to eliminate from the 
ranks of legitimate mutuals the so. 
called “fly-by-nights.”

NEW YORK, Nov. 25.—Recourse 
to the Federal courts will be at- 
tempted on behalf of both Ruth 


Snyder and Henry Judd Gray, their 
attorneys indicated yesterday,

Four-Fifths Earn Little More Than Bare Liv- 
ing According to Statistics 
Economist Cites.

NEW HAVEN, Conn Noe Si. — 
While there is cause for national 
thanksgiving, the best~ available 
statistics show that the American 
people are not yet prosperous in 
any absolute sense. In fact, four- 
fifths of them, or more than 99,- 
000,000, seem to be making only a 
little more than their expenses. 
They can lay up little, if anything, 
for a rainy day. To this great ma- 
jority President Coolidge’s state- 
ment that the “test which now con- 
fronts the nation is prosperity” can 
have little meaning. 

Doubtless the whole nation has 
reason to be thankful that it has 
so fully recovered from the bitter 
want of 1921, when the standard of |

living of the great majority was | enough to buy the minimum re-¥+s 


far below a reasonable standard of 
health and efficiency. So great has 
been the gain in recent years, both 
as compared with the depression 
six years ago and with the present 
state of the poverty-stricken peo- 
ples of Europe, that the President 
and employers generally seem to 
forget that we are only relatively 
well off.

The National Bureau of Econom- 
ic Research allows a possible error 
of 10 per cent in its estimates; it 
emphasizes the provisional nature 
of the figures, which are based on 
indicators that include wage rates, 
number of employes, dividend and 
interest payments, and volume of 
trade. True, the estimate of total 
income made by the National In- 
dustrial Conference Board—$79.,- 
000,000,000 during 1926 — falls

The 
average cost in several cities of this 
minmum budget as calculated by 
the Bureau of Labor Inc., in 1926 
was found to be $2432.39. 

This is $132 higher than the ees- 
timated average income of $2300 
for the average family of five

The treaty contains seven short 
articles and two memoranda, one 
of which pledges the return of 
Italian troops from Albanian soil 
after the purpose for which they 
might be landed has been accom- 
plished by a treaty. 

No armistice, truce or peace shall 
be signed unless both signatories 
consent thereto. In the event of 
aggression, troops of the signatories 
shall be placed under the command 
of the country considered to be 
menaced. 

The treaty was signed by Ilias 
Bey Vrioni, Albanian Foreign Min- 
ister, and Ugo Sola, Italian Min- 
ister toe Albania. 

Defensive Treaty of Alliance. 

The covering letter of Sola’s 
guaranteeing troop removal says:

He eulogized President 
Calles and urged all Mexicans to 
co-operate in effecting national re- 
ecnstruction which the Calles or 
cles were carrying out. 

“The men who attempted to as- 
sassinate me," said Obregon, “con- 
fessed that they did not know me 


personally and had no personal 
grievance against me. They ex- 
plained that the crime was inspired 
by their fear that I, if President, 
would continue the Calles policies, 
If this is my crime, I accept the 
responsibility for that crime. 

“This attempt shows that we 
must be alert against clerical re- 
actionaries who demonstfate their 
intention to continue to the utmost 
their activities In combating our 
case, even to most reprehensible 
methods.”’ 

A cemctery on a hilitop near the

The funerals of the four men 
attracted probably the greatest

The public defender, so-called, is not interested in 
habitual criminals, nor does he defend them. He is 
interested in gaining justice for those who are 
charged with crime, who have no criminal record, and 
who are without means to establish their innocence. 
Many of these people go to prison, because they are 
without the means, the intelligence, or the necessary 
familiarity with criminal procedure, to defend them- 
selves. True, the courts appoint an attorney for ac- 
cused persons without benefit of legal advice. He is 
usually a young lawyer interested in the fee, not the 
client. The voluntary defender movement goes 
further than that. It sends to the accused an expert 
defender and one interested enly in the innocence of 
the accused. If his investigations convince him that 
the accused is guilty, he tells the Circuit Attorney 
so and advises the defendant so to plead. His advice 
is usually accepted, 

In New York City the public defender has been able 
to establish the innocence of 90 per cent of the de-

Minority stockholders in William Waltke & Co., 
soap manufacturers, severely criticise the sale of the 
business to Procter & Gamble.

$120 a share. This figure is reached by multiplying 
the earning power by 10, which, it is said, is the cus- 
tomary method of calculating the value of stock in 
financial circles.

It is a sorry comment on St. Louis’ backwardness 
in airport facilities that four flyers crashed and dam- 
aged their planes last month when trying to find 
Lambert-St. Louis field after dark.

The truth is that 
the City of St. Louis has done nothing to meet the air 
age, or to establish this city as an air center.

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NEW FASHION IN DETECTIVES. 

Those who enjoyed that corking tale, “The Benson 
Murder Case,” which has just completed its serial 
presentation in the daily magazine of the Post-Dis- 
patch, have a perfect alibi for their enjoyment. They 
have been attracted by an innovation, by something 
refreshingly new, which is always capable of charm- 
ing. 

There have been excellent ‘detective stories since 
Poe, of course, just as there were excellent naturalistic 
stories before Zola, but how different they were from 
the new fashion established by the Benson talé. The 
older detective hero required a carload of junk as 
great as that of a modern homebrewer. He worked 
by means of such paraphernalia as magnifying glasses, 
microscopes, photographs of fingerprints, and so on.

He discards all the immemorial equip- 
ment of the sleuth, and relies entirely upon modern 
psychology to find his villain. And while he is doing 
it, he keeps up a chatter about everything from es- 
thetics to interior decorating, and from ancient 
philosophy to modern behaviorism, which is undenia- 
bly delightful. 

The Benson story, in fine, is a regular tour de 
force among detective yarns. It has obliged the 
future writer of such stories to be charming and 
cultured as well as mysterious. And just because of 
this we might as well drop a tear for Sherlock and 
his noble line, who from now on are bound to seem 
passe.

BUILDING A WAR SCARE.

DWARD E. SPAFFORD, national com-

The Ameérican people, he de- 
clared, now realize that war to end war aid 
not accomplish its purpose and that, as a 
matter of fact, “only an armistice was 
signed.” With a defeatism which he would 
not tolerate if we were actually engaged in 
war, he disparages the whole campaign for 
peace and international understanding. His 
words tend to create a war psychology 
which is more dangerous to peace than 
anything elise he could do. The history of pre- 
war Europe shows how popular expectation 
of war tends to create the thing it fears. 
We shall never be free from that specter 
so long as responsible persons continue to 
think and speak in terms of war. Another 
war may be inevitable—that is beside the 
questjon—but we n.ake it much more prob- 
able, we bring it nearer, by constantly harp- 
ing on it, stressing its imminence and talk- 
ing of peace as a mere armistice between 
struggies. Certainly the commander of the 
American Legion might show more 
for those who died in the last war by em. 
phasizing the ideats for which they fell and 
pointing out what progress has been made 
toward reaching their goal than by proph- 
esying that war will soon be upon us again.”

FOR ST. LOUIS 


Office Exists in Europe—bBusi- 


ness Is to Supervise Prepar- 
ation of Kosher Meat. 


Rabbi Leon Graubart, formerly 
of Poland gad more recently of 
Toronto, Ont., has been chosen 
Chief Rabbi by the Vaad Hair, 
composed of members of Orthodox 
Jewish congregations here. He will 
have supervision of the prepara- 
tion of kosher meat at the St. Louis 
and East St. Louis packing plants, 
and of other matters connected 
with the food supply of the Ortho- 
dox Jewish community, estimated 
at 35,000 to 40,000 persons. The 
reformed Jewish congregations, 
with a constituency: of about 10,- 
000, do not observe all the kosher 
regulations. 

The office of Chief Rabbi, which 
exists in London and some Euro- 
pean cities, is similar in dignity to 
that of Bishop in certain Christian 
bodies, but has less authority, as 
the Jewish synagogues have a con- 


gregational form of governmént. 
Not all the orthodox congregations 
here have ratified the choice of 
Rabbi Graubart as Chief Rabbi, it 
was stated by one of the local rab- 
| bis today. The Vaad Hair intludes 
members of the different local con- 
gregations, and it will seek to have 
its actign ratified by the congrega- 
tions. Later, a public installation 
of Rabbi Graubart as Chief Rabbi 
of St. Louis is planned. 

He was ordained to the rabbin- 
ate in Poland, and founded the 
Rabbinical Colcite of Makovy. 
While in charge of a congregation 
at Stashov, he was chairman of the 
Resolutions Committee of a con- 
gress held in Warsaw in 1910, by 
direction of the Russian Czar, for 
| discussion of the condition of the 
| Jews in Poland. In wartime, he 
was in Moscow, as head of the edu- 
cational association supervising the 
work of Jewish schools in Russia. 
He organized the Traditional Lib- 
erty Society of Russia, and after 
the war was a member of the Exe- 
cutive Committee of the Zionist or- 
ganization in Poland, Lithuania 
and Galicia. He has been head of 
the Orthodox community in Toron- 
to since 1920+ He is 59 years old, 
and lives at 6164 Raymond’avenue

CREATED BY RAINS 


Shallow Body of Water 13 
| Miles Long and 9 Miles 


Wide Formed by Floods 
in Cheyenne Bottoms. 


CONGRESS WILL BE 
ASKED TO ASSIST 


Bills to Combine Flood Con- 
trol With Game Preserve 
Will Be Presented at Next 


Session. 


Special te the Post-Dispatch. 

GREAT BEND, Kan., Nov. 25.— 
Heavy rains this year have formed 
a shallow lake 13 miles long and 
nine miles wide in Cheyenne Bot- 
toms, eight miles from Great Bend. 
This lake is alive with wiid fowl. 
Not since 1904 has Kansas seen so 
many ducks as are there this year. 
J. B. Doze, Kansas Game Warden, 
estimates a quarter million ducks 
are on the lake. 

Two major dry water courses 
empty flood water into the bot- 
tcms. These are Blood and Decep- 
tion creeks. There is a trace of an 
outlet from the bottoms to the Ar- 
kansas River. This is a depression 
probably 12 or 15 miles long into 
which water seldom flows. It is 
called the Little Cheyenne. The 
bed of the bottoms is probably 13 
feet above Little Cheyenne. 

Plan to Maintain Lake. 

The present 25,000-acre lake at 
the Bottoms is not dissimilar in 
characteristic to the shallow bays 
of the Gulf Coast. The basin is 
not deep. The highest hills about 
it are not to exceed 100 feet above 
the floor of the basin. One can 
walk into the water for a quarter 
of a mile and not get into water 
over boot tops. All the land in the 
basin is either in pasture or crops. 
The fence lines starting from the 
hillsides run into the lake and 
gradually the posts disappear in 
the deepest water. There are prob- 
ably 100 hay stacks peeping above 
the surface. At the west end is 
some farming. Wheat which 
would have yielded 20 bushels an 
acre is under six feet or more of 
water. Only one house is flooded. 

The Kansas fish and game com- 
mission, sportsmen and farmers 
who suffer annualy from overflows 
of streams near the Bottoms have 
started a movement to keep the 
Bottoms permanently flooded. It 
would cost $1,000,000, they esti- 
mate, *o buy the necessary land. 

To Seek Aid of Congress. 

Talbott Den -neade, assistant 
chief of the biological survey. 
United States Department of Ag- 
riculture, accompanied by Orin D. 
Steele, United States deputy game 
warden, and Seth E. Gordon, con- 
servation. director of the National 
Izaak Walton League, have in- 
spected the Bottoms, accompanied 
by members of the Kansas fish 
and game commission, and Game 
Warden Doze. 

After numerous conferences, it 
was agreed that the Kansas dele- 
gation in Congréss should present 


game refuge measures as regards 
the Bottoms. Clfford Hope, Rep- 
resentative from the Seventh Dis- 
tri¢t, probably will present the bill 
in the cIouse and Senator Curtis 
in the Senate. 

The bill will call for an appro- 
priation either to buy the Bottoms 
for a game refuge and flood con- 
trol property or extend Federal

Wisconsin Farmers Work Togeth- 
er in Saving Fruit Crops.

Why Poultry Is Classed 
Among the Best of Foods 


By ROYAL S. COPELAND, M. 2. 
Former Health Commissioner of New York City, United States 
Senator from New York. 


There are a number of food ele- 
ments which we must have in un- 
failing supply if health ig to be 
maintained. Some of these give 
us heat and energy. But the most 
important is the food which builds 
and repairs the body. 

There would be no use in having 
food if there were no perfect hu- 
man body to utilize it. There can- 
not be such a structure without 
muscle and fiber. They are con- 
structed from that particular food 
we cal] “protein.” 

The most familiar example of 
protein food is lean meat. Man 
knows instinctively that he must 
have the kind of nourishment he 
gets from meat. On this account 
it is the one food almost universal- 
ly eaten by the human family. 

Ve would get tired of meat 


| like everything else if there were 
|no variety in its selection. 


In this 
particular food we have an oppor- 
tunity to choose from a long list. 

Poultry should be included 
among the best of the protein 
This includes all the do- 


for human consumption. Chickens, 
ducks, geese and turkeys are the 
most familiar.

Shake vigor- 
ously, pour into lemonade glasses 
to fill a quarter full, then add ice- 
cold ginger ale. 


Cats’ Faces. 

These are small decorated cakes. 
To make them, take two eggs, one 
cup sugar, one cup molasses, one 
teaspoon sugar, four tablespoons 
hot water, three and one-half cups 
flour, one tablespoon ginger, one 
teaspoon cloves and one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt. 

Beat eggs and sugar together un- 
til light. Add molasses and soda 
dissolved in hot water. Then fold 
in sifted dry ingredients. Toss on 
floured board and roll to one- 
eighth-inch thickness. Cut out with 
round cutter about three inches in 
diameter; with a sharp knife cut 
out ears to simulate a cat’s head. 
Form long, narrow eyes with white 
raisins; a nose with one black rai- 
sin, and whiskers with shredded 
cocoanut. Bake in a hot oven fif- 
teen to twenty minutes.

months. He was adljudged insane 
in August, after an examination by 
the Health Department and the St. 
Louis psychiatric clinic, and the 
Probate Court at Clayton directed 
Sheriff Wilmas’ office to take 
Longworth to the city sanitarium. 

No one posted the money nec- 
essary to pay for his admittance 
to the sanitarium, the Health Com- 
missioner said, and Longworth re- 
mained in the jail at Clayton, 
which the grand jury recently 
compared to a medieval prison. 
When the Prosecuting Attorney’s 
office demanded action in Long- 
worth’s case, the Health Depart- 
ment got the Probate Court to 
change the commitment to the 
Farmington Hospital, whereupon 
the department asked the Sheriff's 
office for custody of Longworth to 
remove him. 

Chief Deputy Sheriff Dodd _re- 
fused to grant custody. Probate 
Judge Hodgson arranged for re- 
lease of the patient by the Sheriff 
and Commissioner Walters had 
him taken to Farmington. The 
Commissioner said Dodd’s expla- 
nation was that no one had posted 
funds for Longworth’s transfer. 


2 KILLED, 5 MISSING IN FIRE 
SWEEPING COPPER MINE 


Of 49 Men Underground at Supe- 
rior, (Ariz.) 43 Are Known 
to Have Escaped. 
By the Associated Press. 
SUPERIOR, Ariz., Nov. 25. — 


Fire in the main shaft of\the Mag- 
ma Copper Co., mine here was 
believed today to have taken a toll 


of seven lives. 

Two bodies were recovered last 
night after a blaze of undetermined 
origin had started in the. 2250-foot 
level and swept through all the 
timbered section below the 1650- 
foot level. Little hope was held 
out for five men reported missing. 

There were 49 men in the shaft 
when the fire started and 42. es- 
caped. Late last night dense clouds 
of smoke were pouring intermit- 
tently from the shaft and mine of- 
ficials, abandoning hope for the 
five missing, ordered the mine 
flooded. Juan Branbila and John 
McMahon were the men whose 
bodies were recovered. 

Zeno Daley, an Indian, was de- 
scribed as the hero of the tragedy. 
He eseaped once from the shaft un- 
injured and then went back to aid 
in rescue work and was seen no 
more.

NEW YORK, Nov. 25.—The 
United States will challenge for the 
Davis cup in the American zone 
next year in an endeavor to regain 
the trophy emblematic of the 
world’s team tennis championship, 
the Davis Cup Committee of the 


United States Lawn Tennis Asso- 
ciation decided yesterday. 

This action calling for the play- 
ing of the preliminary rounds will 
be presented to the Executive Com- 
mittee of the association for ap- 
proval next month and with the 
consent, the 1928 challenge will be 
forwarded to France before Jan. 
31 when entries close under the 
new regulations. 

Careful consideration was given 
to the question as to whether the 
United States should challenge in 
the American or European zone. 
Heretofore, that phase has never 
arisen as the establishment of the 
two-zone system of play took place 
after the United States won the 
cup from Australia in 1920. In 
the role of cup defender, no pre- 
liminary play was necessary. Now 
France occupies this position. 

European Match in June. 

Several factors entered into the 
conclusions of the Davis Cup Com- 
mittee, if the team was to play in 
the European zone, it would prob- 
ably. require sending players abroad 
the latter part of March as the first 
round is expected to begin about 
May.1 and a reasonable training 
period on the other side would be 
necessary.

Spoiled ?

boes, declares David Smedden, pro- 
tessor «f cducation at Columbia. 

“The American woman,” charges 
Louis Bromfield, Pulitzer prize 
novelist, “has been placed on a 
pedestal she does not deserve. If 
she bears one child she thinks she 
has performed a iriracle. As a 
rule, the American woman is un- 
fair. She gives very little. “he 
takes it for granted that she’s ‘it,’ 
and ihe men let her get away with 
this; almost every man in this 
country works himself to death. 

“It is really astounding how 
American men worship their wom- 
en. They handle them as if they 
were china-doll goddesses. A tre- 
mendous, press-agented reverence 
has been developed about the holi- 
ness of motherhood. After all, 
bearing children is only rv ° ef 1 
woman’s business, The thing has 
been going on for some time.” 

So it has, but men have man- 
peged to escape the th'ng’s da igers, 
difficulties, drudgery. Therefore, 
they can afford to be flippant 
about it. We do think that the act 
of physical motherhood “mcy be 
made too sentimentally héroic— 
yet it is agony, it is risk of death 
or invalidism, and many men make 
more fuss about having a tooth 
pulled than women make about 
having a baby. 3 

Is the American woman spoiled? 
Just the other day, after the print- 
ing of Louis Bromfield’s attack 
upon her, an interesting local 
news story seemed to offer sup- 
porting testimony. 


HREE Hoboken husbands, Rob- 
Tex Downing, James Taylor and 
Theodore Beck, complained to 
Recorder Adolph Carsten that their 
wives ran out on them every so 
often, simply to escape dishwashing 
and baby teniing and to have a 
good time together at New York 
hotels and theaters—on the pooled 
rent money. Only when this money 
was spent, according to the indig- 
nant young men, would “the girls’ 
return to their domestic duties. 
“What.can a husband do?” Rob- 
ert Downing, one of the. unhappy 
Hoboken trio,.demanded indignant- 
ly. “When.we..come home after 
work we have to do the housework 
and take gare of the babies. It’s 
too much.to. expect of any man. 
But what Can a husband do?” 
Here’s a man who undoubtedly 
thinks that the American woman is 
spoiled, and indeed it isn’t fair 
that he, or any other man, should 
have to shoulder the triple burden 
of wage earning, housekeeping and 
baby tending. And yet—is life 
wholly fair to these young women 
shut up in the little homes, day 
in and day out; with housework and 
children? “Kitchen stoves and 
washtubs are worse tyrants than 
the spindles and punch presses of 
industry,” Prof. Paul H. Douglas 
of the University of Chicago told 
ths recent Conference on Family 
Life. Certainly, most of the wom- 
en in the little homes endure -their 
tyranny and do not run away 
from it. .

SOME FAILURES THAT ARE HOME-MADE 


- 


Family Influences Fre- 
quently Militate Against 
a Boy Winning the Suc- 
cess to Which His Nat- 
ural Abilities Entitle 
Him.

Hii failure of men in pusiness 
Tear be accounted for by a num- 

ber of causes, ranging from a 
general panic or a world war to 
insanity or *drunkenness. Some- 
where in this long list come the 
men whose failure is a direct re- 
sult of the family situations in 
which they have grown up. These 
cases of failure engage our at- 
tention the more strikingly because 
we feel that they could be avoided. 
Whereas we accept as inevitable 
the effect of a general panic or of 
insanity in a man, we are bound to 
feel that a real understanding of 
family situations .and_ relations 
could often bring about success 
and happiness where otherwise 
thei. would have been failure and 
unhappiness. 
Sons of prominent people, sons 
of rich men, sons of influential 
men, of preachers and reformers, 
sons of criminals, of the poor anda 
obscure, children of broken down 
aristocracy—all these have parttc- 
ular difficulties and complicattons 
which may prevent their leading 
normal lives with that degree of 
success to which their actual abil- 
ities entitle them. 
We are all familiar with the 
type of father, highly successful 
in his own business or profession, 
who, consciously or unconsciously, 
urges his son to follow in his foot- 
steps without regard to the boy’s 
particular abilities. Or, perhaps, 
the initiative lies with 
whose admiration for his father 
arouses in him a desire to iIm1- 
tate, whereas his own talents may 
lie in quite another direction. For 
the sons of famous or prominent 
men the way is. doubly §hara. 
Whether they choose the same ca- 
reer as their fathers or some oth- 
er, their course is charged with 
difficulties, for they can hardly es- 
cape comparison with their fatn- 
ers, and if they are in any degree 
less brilliant, they constantly suf- 
fer from a sense of inferiority.

2nomes of great wealth. The an- 
swers to some of the probrems 
arising from wealth are obvrous 
enough. Over-indulgence, for rn- 
stance, leads to waste, idleness ~nd 
weakness. But this may be sald 
to be a result not of wealth Itself 
but of foolishness and bad judg- 
ment in distributing it. 

Quite another type of problem 
arises in the homes of clergymen. 
One of the hardest things for a 
minister’s son to do is to reconcile 
the high principles which his fa- 
ther professes to have with that 
same father’s pettiness and irrita- 
bility in the home. It seems to such 
boys almost as if their fathers were 
consciously leading a dual life, and, 
turning away in contempt from the 
existing discrepancy, they some- 
times renounce the high ideals they 
have been taug?’ t and “go wild.” <A 
lack of real understanding of what 
their parents stand for doubtless 
accounts for failure on the part of 
many ministers’ sons. 

Another type of situation which 
leads to failure occurs in families 
* broken-down aristocracy. In this 
age, when so many people find their 
salvation in work, whether’ they 
need to earn their livings or not, 
this problem is not so widespread 
as it once was, but nevertheless

They do not like the world as they 
find it, are afraid of it and So ig- 
nore it and flee from it, satisfying 
themselves with spurious successes 
or with pure fantasy—imagining 
the world to be what they would 
have it to be. They are not honest 
even with themselves, and succeed 
in making ther -elves believe they 
are different from everyone else; 
that their case is a special one and 
that there is some good reason why 
no one could succeed under like 
circumstance... They are not strong 
enough to overcome the particular 
handicap whith is preventing their 
complete adjustment, and so they 
retire more and more within them- 
selves, letting the world go by and 
persuading themselves that they 
are exceptional persons, when to 
the cold eyes of the outsider they 
seem merely pitiable failures. 

From all these cases of failure, 
due to family situations, one strik- 
ing conclusion’ is to be drawn: 
The family situation alone does not

cause the failure; it may determine 
the kind of failure, but it can only 
cause one when the individual is 
weaker than the opposing circum- 
stances. In other words, a very 
healthy, or, aS we say, morally 
strong personality will succeed in 
an extremely bad environment, 
while the weak personality may 
fail even in a very good one—the 
less healthy individual the better 
the setting needed for success. 


HUS one will be strong enough 
Teo rise above unfavorable cir- 

cumstances though it may take 
him years to do so, but another, 
weak and disagreeable at the out- 
set, will need extraordinary wis- 
dom and guidance to make him 42 
useful citizen and a happy and 
contented man. 

The wise parent will seek to un- 
derstand his child with this intent 
—will seek to evaluate his abilities 
and his weaknesses, to strengthen 
his weak points when that is possi- 
bte by graded gxercises in morale, 
‘much as he might use graded ex- 
ercises in calisthenics, and to mod- 
ify the environment for him when 
that is necessary. This means that
